He is a mandarin of the second degree

Again he was api^ointed 
collector of customs at Wu Hu,

Yang-Tsie river, and next supreme judge 
of the province of Wu Hen.

partments of the various prominent cit- 
ies of the United States,

The idea is to make 
test on Decoration day promptly at 
noon in all of the prominent cities. Fort 
Wayne included.

friends refused to 
work for Boycott or under his instruc- 
tions. 
The situation did not at first 
seem to be serious, biit when the crops 
were to be harvested the people would 
not touch them, and this feeling spread 
among all their acquaintances, so that 
no one could be found wl^p would as- 
sist or work in the harvest that year. 
The crops were in great danger^ when 
some men from Ulster, under the pro- 
tection of troops, did the work for Boy- 
cott. 
But it did not end there. The 
tenants had formed a strong fraternity 
among themselves, and before the con- 
test had progressed a great way further 
their powerful league was shown. 
An 
idea may be gained of the thoroughness 
and 
extent of their 
organization by 
these instances. 
I t was agi-eed that if 
any one had any dealings with Boycott 
or those who represented him, then no 
one was to have any dealings with that 
person; or if a man worked for Boy- 
cott, his old friends and neighbors re- 
fused to recognise, speak to, or havQ 
anything to do with him; no one would 
buy of liim or sell to him, and he was 
to be looked upon and treated as a total 
stranger. To "Boycott" any one, there- 
fore, 
came to mean a great deal, 
anik 
the word became popular among the 
Irish, and then generally so, and now 
it is a -part of our language.

Curious Sig'bts of the Congres- 


sional Sasement. 


rspeclal Correspondence.] 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—Some of the most 
interesting scenes a t the Capitol are those 
which go on under the floors of congress. 
BeJow these floors there arS two great base- 
ments, each covering more than three acres 
of space, every foot of which is full of things 
unknown to the sightseer and of interest to 
him who will go to see. 
These basements are 
cut u p into dark passage ways as winding as 
the paths of Rosamond's bower, and mn ly of 
them as sepulchral 
as the catacombs. 
Directly below the hdhse and senate is 
the basement proper, and in this 
letter 
I will deal with it alone. I t may be in the 
future I shall take 3^ou down into the subter- 
ranean regions of the floor below, where the 
light never penetrates, and where a lost man 
might wander for hours without finding a n 
outlet. 
The basement of the Capitol is on a 
level with the ground. 
Going into it we 
pass through massive walls many feet thick, 
under the great porches which lead to the 
floor above and by square marble columns, 
each of which weighs many tons. 
Every- 
thing is mas.sive, heavy and somber. The 
policemeikwho sit at the doors have a sort of 
a funereal aspect, and you feel as though 
you were going into a tomb instead of one of 
the busiest departments of the legislative 
workshops. 


Inside the door you find the gas burning as 
though it were night instead of mid-day, and 
standing at the house entrance and looking 
down through the corridor which leads to the 
senate you see nothing but a long row of gas 
jets growing smaller and smaller until the 
great cavern-like hole loses itself amid the 
cohmins in the distance. 
From this grand 
corridor other corridors run off, and you are 
amazed to find every inch of the scene before 
you buzzing with life. 
There is nozie of the 
dignity of the floor obove. 
Messengers rush 
to and fro jostling congressmen. 
Lobbyists 
and statesmen are talking together in that 
corner, and a busy little page with a nickel 
bad.re on his coat and a pile of books almost \ 
as big as himself in his arm, is pushing his 
waj^ tln oui;h thom to carry his load to a con- 
gressman 
who is speaking on the floor above.

thousands daily, and they are free to all. 
The little bla<^ haired feljow who runs the 
machine is known a.s "Sunshine" by the con- 
gres-smen from the pei-}3etual smile which sits 
upon his face. 
He tells me that many of the 
strangers who go u p with him have never 
ridden in an elevatoi", and .some of the women 
grow frightened, while certain of the boys 
want to get in and ride all day long.

beyond the postoffice is the house 
restaurant, where the busy world of the Cap- 
. itol is fed. 
It is filled from the time congress 
meets until it adjourns with gentlemen and

If you will step to the door of the ladies* 
room you will find several ladies dining Mrith 


a western congressman, and if your eyes are 
as good «5 mine you can see that there is a 
champagne bottle on the table and that it is 
laVieled "Extra Dry." The ladies may be 
friends of the congressman's wife; they may 
be Washington society girls and he a bach- 
elor statesman who is in this way paying off 
his bets. 
And they m a y be otherwise. 
Everything here, 
however, 
goes off with 
great decorum, and though liquor is served to 
those who order it, 1 have never seen any one 
in the restaurant under its influence. 
There 
is a law against the selling of whisky in the 
restaurant of the house, but this law is broken 
daily and openly. 
During the times of the 
temperance excitements the order for liquor 
is given under the name of "cold tea," and 
old Kentucky Bourbon is brought out in re- 
sponse to this in China cups. 
But during 
ordinary times it is only green members who 
beat around the bush; and I dined with an 
Ohio statesman the other day who yelled out 
to a waiter half acro.ss the room: "Boy, I 
want a whisky cocktail! 
Quick! A moment 
later it wa.s served to him in cut, glass, and I 
noted as he washed it down that the article 
W£Ls no stranger to his palate. 
• 


Your average congressman is a drinking 
man, though at present many statesmen do 
not touch strong liquors. 
Senators Teller, 
Colquitt, Joe Brown and Blair drink nothing 
at all, and Senator Hoar never touches any- 
thing strontrer 
than milk. 
Edmunds likes 
almost an^' kind of good liquor, though he 
never takes too much, and Beck ajnd Black- 
bum, like most of the southern senators, are 
fond of a nice article of whisky. 


It is hardly safe, however, for a statesman 
to drink at Washington. 
Some men can do 
it with safety, but hundreds have tried it and 
failed. One of the brightest men from Col- 
orado ruined himself by coming to Washing- 
ton. 
He got to drinking, and liquor turned 
him from a great man into a great fooL He 
was so loved in his own home that a purse 
was made up for him of $10,000, a few months 
ago, after he had promised to stop the use of 
liquors. 
His father a t this time told me he 
was doing well, and that if he kept away 
from Washington he could make $100,000 a 
year at the practice of law in Colorado. For 
a time he did well, and the papers were full 
of glowing accounts of his succe.s.<?. In his 
strength he resolved to pay a visit to Wash- 
ington. I saw him here this session, and he 
had again fallen. 
He has left the city, and 
how he is doing now I do not know. 


Your average conprrcssional waiter is n 
good deal qf a swell. He struts around in the 
serving of his orders, and he always manages 
to bring you such change for bills as will 
leave a quarter or a dime as a fee for him- 
self in case you wiU give it. If you don't 
chose to fee him he wiU say nothing, but a 
look of withering contempt will spread over 
his feature.s. and* he will pose during the re- 
mainder of your sitting in such a way as to 
cause you more agony than is represented by 
the pictures in Fox's Book of Martyrs. 


Your 
average statesman 
takes a 
light 
lunch, and the richest of them as a rule 
spends the least on their stomachs. 
The aver- 
age senatorial lunch is crackers and milk, 
and the memb(?rs of the house dtne as a rule 
on a plate of soup or a half doiien raw oys- 
ters. A lunch of this sort costs between 
twenty-five and fifty cents, and the latter 


wUl include coffee and a cigar. 
Sometimes 
memliers of the house or senate give Itmches 
in their committee rooms, and sometimes 
they bring ladies down below and serve them 
up very nice lunches. 
Tom Bayard, the pres- 
ent secretai-y of state, gave a lunch to Mrs. 
Langtry when she paid her visit to the Capi- 
tol, and the event is now one of the reminis- 
cences of the l estaurant. 
Ba^'ard ha.s always 
been fond of being with actors, and he paid a 
great 
deal of attention to Henry 
Irving 
when he was in this country. 
He is a good 
hver, and it is said that he prepares the 
teri-apin which he give« a t his dinners with 
his own hands. 


The basement of the Capitol 
contains 
a 
great 
number of 
committee 
rooms, 
and 
in 
some 
of 
these 
rooms 
docu- 
ments 
are piled 
u p by the tens of 
thousands. 
Just outside of the law library, 
which is a low vaulted chamber filled with 
many thousands of law books, are the columns 
designed, 1 think, by Jeffei-son, which have 
their capitals made of ears of corn instead of 
acanthus leaves. 
It m a y bo more appropri- 
ate to thi.s country, but they are by no means 
BO pretty as the pure Corinthian pillai*s of 
the front porticos. 
Few people note the 
curiosities of architecture which ans to be 
seen way down here under the dome. 
There 
is a row of columns below Statuary 
hall 
which have capitals modeled after the to- 
bacco plant arid the thistle, and above you 
may find other columns which have capitals 
of c o m leaves, tobacco and magnolias. All 
throughout the basement of the Capitol you 
will find ornamented rooms—rooms which 
stand as a monument 
to congressional 
extravagance. 
Away 
down in the dark- 
ness are beautiful 
paintings 
which but 
few eyes ever see and which have cost the 
government thousands of dollars. On both 
the bouse and the senate side of the Capitol 
there is a bronze staircase leading to the first 
floor. 
Veiy few people ever see either of 
them, yet they cost $22,.500, or over 
11,000 
apiece. 
In one of the committee rt>oms there 
is a collection of oil paintings, 
illustrating 
life among the Sioux Indians, and in the 
house committee on agriculture are fi-escoes 
by Brumidi. 
Hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars have 
been thrown 
away in the a i t 
decorations of the Capitol. 
The whole build- 
ing haa cost fer construction «lone more than 


$15,000,000, and I suppose the a r t works 
would run this figure u p much higher. 
Scat- 
tered throughout the great 
building a r e 
beautifid things hid in dark comers and there 
are loads of bronzes, oil painting and 
statuary, 
which seem to have been made 
alone for the eyes of a committee clerk and 
half a dozen congressmen. 
, One of the most curious places in this great 
basement is the crypt, which is in its center 
and directly under the ma5«ive dome. 
Below 
this crypt it was intended to have buried 
Washington, but Martha 
Washington ob- 
jected, and his remains were left a t Mount 
Vemon. 
The dome whieh rests over you as 
you stand here weighs more than 8,000,000 
pounds, a weight, indeed, which is more than 
the human 
mind can easily 
comprehend. 
Take the fattest man you know, and he will 
hardly weigh iiiJO pounds. 
Twenty-five thou- 
sand such men would not weigh as much as 


ffiir.r- 
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that dome. 
Still it hangs above youa.s firmly 
as though it rested on the Pyramids, and you 
walk under it feeling as safe as though it 
Were but a canopj- of feathers.

T H E PASSOVER. 


Tbe Mebrews Appropriately Ob- 
serving tlie Memorable 
Feast. 


T W O CITIES 


Are Airain Dragged Into a Tery 
Spicy. Divorce Case. 


Tuesday was the first day of the Jew- 
ish feast of Passover, which continues 
seven days, the first and last being holy 
V. ays. It is the memorable feast of Israel's 
departure for Egypt, the first declara- 
tion of independence, the first attempt in 
the history of man to establish a free na- 
tion on the basis of justice and equality. 
In Palestine the Jews never forgot to cele- 
brate the national feast, unless their 
rulers are to wicked to worship God, or 
celebrate the day of liberty and equali- 
ty. 
It was tha feast of f r ^ d o m and the 
Paschal lamb was the symbol. The 
memorial has been® preserved in the 
oldest form of the Passover family ser- 
vice (Seder,) which took the place of the 
Paschal meal. 


The Paschal lamb is sacrificed no 
more; the unleaved bread and the bitter 
herbs which were oaten with the sacri- 
fice are the only symbols which have 
been retained, and the family worship in 
every Jewish house on the Passover eve 
has taken the place of a memorial of an- 
cient days. 
The Passover is anritially a 
revival and reunion in Israel. 
On that 
day Israelites appear before God in their 
temples, as did their sires before them 
in Jerusalem.

Curious Sights of tlio Congres- 


sional 15 a seine nt. 


fKjx'ctal Correspondence.} 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—Some of the moat 


interesting sueues at tho Capitol are thosa 
whk-h go on under tho floors of congress. 
Below thesu floors tliero ar& two great base- 
metiUi, each covering more than three acres 
of spaeo, every foot of which is full of things 
unknown to tho sightseer and of interest to 
him who will go to see. These basements aro 
cut up into dark passage ways as winding as 
tho paths of Rosamond's bower, and nm:iy oC 
them as sepulchral 
as tho catacombs. 


Directly below tho hdhse and senate is 
tho basement proper, and in* this Mter 
I will deal with it alone. It may l>o in tho 
future T shall fake you down into tho subter- 
ranean regions of the floor below, whero tho 
light never penetrates, and where a lost man 
might wander for hours without finding an 
outlet. Tho basement of the Capitol is on a. 
Jevcl with tho ground. 
Going into it wo 


pass through massive walls mauy feet thick, 
under tho great porches which lead to tho 
floor above and by square marble columns, 
each of which weiglis many tons. Every- 
thing Ls massive, heavy and somber. Tho 
policemen*who sit at thn doors have a sort of 
a funereal aspect, and you feel as though 
yon were going into a tomb instead of one of 
tho busiest departments of the legislative 
•orkshojB. 
Inside tho door you find the gas burning as 


though it were night iustt^d of mid-day, and 
fitanding at tho house entrance* and looking 
down through the corridor which leads to the 
senate yon see nothing but a long row of gas 
jets growing smaller and smaller until the 
;reat ravern-liko hole loses itself amid the 
columns in the distance. From this grand 
corridor other corridors run off, and you aro 
amazed to find every inch of the Bccno before 
you buzzing with life."

THE PASSOVER. 


The Hebrews Appropriately Ob- 


serving the Memorable 


Feast. 


.Tuesday was the first day of the Jew- 


ish feast of Passover, which continues 
seven days, ihe first and last being holy 
ii ays. It is the memorable feast of Israel's 
departure for Egypt, the first declare 
tiou of independence, the first attempt in 
the history of mau to establish a free na- 
tion on the basis of justice and equality. 
In Palestine tho Jews novor forgot to cele- 
brate the national feast, unless their 
rulers ore to wicked to worship God, or 
celebrate the day of liberty and equali- 
ty. It was tha feast of freedom - and the 
Puschol lamb was the symbol. 
Tho 


memorial has been* preserved in the 
oldest form of tbo Passover family ser- 
vice (Seder,) which took the place of tho 
Paschal meal. 


The Paschal lamb is sacrificed no 


more; the unleaved bread and tho bitter 
herbs which were oateu with tho sacri- 
fice are the only symbols which have 
been retained, and the family worship in 
every Jewish boueo on the Passover eve 
haa taken the place of a memorial of an- 
cient days. The Passover is annually a 
revival and reunion in Israel. 
On that 


day Israelites appear before God in their 
temples, as did their sires before them 
in Jerusalem.
